said g<Siiii, who hurled them down from 
lieaven', and' allowfid thorn to ' fall by 
chance, or t-lso raised them as mighty 
pUlars deatiiied to bear the vaults of the 
skies. Tho Titans, who were not gods, 
threw Jomi all the mountains of Thes- 
saly in order to use them again forbiiild- 
iBg up, the ramparts roimd Olympus. 
AiibtIiei^aUi7 is ' that a giantess' of the 
North had filled her apron -with little faUls 
and dropped tham at certain- distances 
tl^i^^ii.e'^s^ght recognize her way. And 
still another, fi-om tlie other end of the 
eax&i, la that t'ishnu, ouo day, seeing % 
yoiing girl asleep beneath the sun's too- 
ardent rays, took up a mountain, and 
held it poised upon his finger-tips to 
shelter the beautiful sleeper.

CATAFOKSH J-EARL flSHERIES, 

The pearl fishery on the coast ol 
Lower California is an important indus- 
try, no less thou 1,000 divers being em- 
ployed in bringing up the costly black 
pearl, which is found in a great state of 
perfection in the deep waters of .^a 
The peail oystei-fli^are, found "from dne to 
aix mills ofl' Bu6ra"'jiu'' water from one to 
twenty-one fathoms deep. Merchants 
provide hats, diving epporatus, etc., for 
the prosecution 6f tho business, on con- 
dition that they con purchase all of the 
pearls found at prices to be agreed upon.

Tiine was when a Westmiristci'' elec- 
tion was regarded as tho one test of pub- 
lic opinion in the south of England, as 
that of Yorkshire was in the north. Wcst- 
minstcr was almost the . only borough 
which .■Was; not capable of being put up for 
sale^'asYork was the only'county conBti- 
tutency too big to be bribed or intimidat- 
ed. The franchise in Westminster a hun- 
dred years ago was as free as it is now, 
every ratepaying householder possesaing 
a vote, and the number of voters was not 
less than ten thousand. Consequently, 
when in 1774 the Kinc, having made Pitt 
Prime 'Minister in tho teeth of n Hostile 
majority in the Oommons, seized tho mo- 
ment of popular reaction against Fox to 
dissolve Parliament, the whole strength

• ace Walpole, strangely enough, "is legal, 
but which my father in tho most quiot 
times would not have dared to do."

ENCLAND'S<COMMERCE. 

Enormous Sevelopmonts of Britain's 
... Imports aad, Zzporta. i^'.-V ' 

London, April 8. — The returns: issued 
by tho British Board of Trade show that 
during the month just passed British im- 
ports have increased, compared with tho 
month last year, by 1:1,200,000, and Rril- 
isb exports increased £1,000,000. 

During the course of a recent debate in 
the Imperial House of Commons, Mr. 
Chamberlain, President of the Board of 
Tr.ade, dealt tho "Fair Trade" movement 
some crushing blows. Taking up tho cry 
so familiar to Canadians, tliat the Aineri- 
cans were driving English edge-tools out 
of tho English market, ho admitted that 
"the Birmingham trado-in'tlioao tools was 
at one time seriously aQ'ected by competi- 
tion from America. The fact was that 
the tools were not cheaper, but that some 
new maker had discovered abettor pro- 
cess for manufacturing them. Tho Eng- 
lish manufacturer was conservative ah'd 
slow to adopt the new methods, but now 
that they had been adopted the trade was 
as flourishing as it was tn-enty years ago. 
In the face of the competition which had 
arisen, both English manufacturers and 
English workmen had given their heart.i 
to the matter, and were now producing 
both better and, cheaper tools than Am- 
erica, and wore BUccftssfnlly cppipcting 
with their American ' riv.als iii Australia 
and the G(}lonioa./< , rl'rQj^e^n^ (ho^^on* 
sidored the 'oiscs'of 'other speaial,? itulus- 
tries to which reference had boon made. 
"In the case of cotton the raw material 
was extremely bulky and costly in transit 
and tho Americans had the raw material. 
In spite of that and of the ingenuity of 
thopopulation which ought to enable them 
til compete with any foreign country, not 
only in their own supply, but in the sup- 
ply i>f neutral markets, an<l in spite of 
their imposing duties of from thirty to 
sixty percent, their total e.xjiort of cotton 
manufactures w.ia less than-two millions 
sterling. Yet, notwithstanding what w.as 
called their one-sided free trade, this 
country exported seventy millions ster- 
ling of cotton manufactures. This coun- 
try actually exported into tho- United 
States, in spite of the prohibitive tariff, 
no less than three and a half millions ster- 
ling, while they sent ns only three-quar- 
ters of a million. (Hear, hear.) Tlien, 
in the case of wool, .■\moriea had tho same 
advant.ages that she had in re.spect of 
cotton. The woolen industries had been 
specially protected by duties of from 40 
to 100 per cent. What had been the re- 
sult I Tho total export of woolen manu- 
factures from the United States was £45,- 
000, while that from the United King- 
dom was 20 millions, and that at a time 
of great depression. What was more 
striking still than that tho very industry 
which was specially protcctod-by' erKjrni- 
ou's duties -should only export £45,000 
worth of goods in the y«ar was this, that 
the woolen imports into the "united 
States from dinerent .countries during 
the year amounted to eleven millions 
sterling. 'I'hey found, therefore, in tho 
case of the protected industrie-s that pvo- 
toction was accompaniedby thp entire ah-; 
sence of foreign trade. On, the btlier 
liaiid, the free industries of ihis Country 
(jwed their prosperity mainly to the! e'lior-' 
moiis exports. Having dealt With thc i 
protected industries of tho United States, 
he would turn to tho cimnccted indus- 
trie.s. The boot and shoo ti'ado was not 
Hiiecially protected, but a heavy duty of 
from ir» to '-'5 per cent, had been placed 
up(m tanned leather. The efl'ect upon 
the, connected .boot and ^hoe industry had 
beeri that the export "had fallen from over 
a million of dollars in ISC'! to $47'>,W)0 
in 1860, and had not increased since. 
On tho other liand, in lln' United King- 
dom tho export of boots and shoes had 
risen from £1,400,000 in 18(30 to £l,G0O,- 
000 in 1880. The case of the Bhijjping 
trade had already lieen referred to by 
tho hon. member for Oxfordshire. So 
long as ships were built of wood tho trade 
of the United .States jirogrossed in tiveri 
a more rapid ratio than that of tho 
United Kingdom. The United States 
having an enormous seaboard, there 
was nothing to piovont (hem from being 
the greatest carrying nation in the world 
except their protective system. On every 
article tlial entered the construction of a 
ship and upon the ship itself, . tliere was 
an enormous duty, and the result had' 
been that the carrying trade of the world 
had passed aw.ay from .\merica, and liad 
come to this iioimtiy. The figures were 
as follows;- In the first place, Jio found 
tho value of exports and imports carried 
in .\mcrican vessels — he was dealing in 
the American trade— was $<o44, 000,000 in 
1871 and Ji223,000,000 in 1880, tliat was 
to say there was a fall of S71,(XK),000 in 
nine years. .-U the same time the amount 
carried in foreign bottoms ro.sc from 
^5739,000,000 to 81, •205, 800,000. Ho also 
found that the building of American ship- 
ping, which was 272,000 tons in 1850 had 
remained stationary in 1870, and was still 
only 276,000 tons, while in 1880, ten 
years later, it had fallen to 157,000 tons. 
.\t the same time the tonntige building of 
English shipping had increased from 
220,000 to 470,000. that was to say the 
tonnage of English shipping had more 
than doubled in tho time during which 
the tonnage of American shinping built 
in America had diminished '.by -nearly 
one-half." *

Thoy killed five and then tied 
iny father and tortured him most dread- 
fully. He begged thom to spare him 
but they only tortured him the more. 
When they were tired of torturing him 
one of them split his skull with an axe. 
An Indian squaw, wife of one of four 
frieiully- Apache. sheep-herders, who'ivork- 
ed with us, saved my lifo by holding me 
lieliind her .and bogging them to .s[)are 
me. When all tho Mexicans were dead 
execi't 1110 the Indian? left.
